Wills, 36 was reported to. have 
been discovered by another garage 
tenant where he kept his car early 
Sunday morning, hanging lifeless 
from a rope .arrange about a 
cross beam in the ceiling of the 
garage. The tenant was said™to 
have called out to Wills—“Get 
out of here an go on home. What 
are you doing here so early.” 
When the man found that no res- 
ponse came from Wills, he in- 
vestigated and discovered the 
suicide. He called on near by 
neighbors on Central place and in 
a few moments hundreds of peo- 
ple had gathered, ‘The local em- 
ergency squad was on hand and 
made an effort to revive the body. 

Clifton known as a very quiet 
person had lived in Orange for 15 
years. He was born in Enfield, 
N. C. . It -was reported that he 
had become remorseful during the 
past week as a result of an acci- 
dent he had when driving. in 
Newark, hitting a white woman. 
Following the accident, Clifton 
took the woman to her home and 
agreed to defray all. medical ex- 
penses. It was said the following 
day he was arrested for not re- 
porting an accident. He was 
lodged in | jail over night in New- 


ark and freed the following day 
on $100 bail, The case was. dock- 
eted for last Friday but*was post- 


\poned for this Friday, This in- 


cident seemed to have preyed on 
the. mind of Wills to such an ex- 
terít that he is said tn have spok- 
en several times to members of 
his family that he was going to 
end it all. After remaining up 
until 5 o’clock last Sunday morn- 
ing with friends and members 
of the family at-his brother-in- 
law’s wake, it was said he left to 
visit with his mother. Four hours 
later around nine o'clock death 
showed its self again in the fam- 
ily when Wills’ dangling body 
was discovered by~another ten- 
ant using the same garage,

$22. per week for an eight week 
period.

The New York legislator also 
asked for review of court-martial 
proceedings which exonerated the 
white’ guards and reconsideration 
of a War Department ruling whieh 
found the Negro soldiers deaths 
“not in line of duty” and “due to 
their own misconduct.” 

“In addition to the above re- 
quest,” Powell's letter said, “the 
above-named committee feels that 
complete investigation should in- 
clude a review of the court-mar- 
tial hearings held in the cases of 
the two white guards who com- 
mitted the slayings. If this is pos- 
sible, I also desire that this be 
accomplished under the direction 
of your office. 

“Inasmuch as the decision “due 
to their own misconduct” ‘and 
“not in line of duty” deprives the 
widows of these men of pensions, 
allotments, etc., should your in- 
vestigation prove that the facts 
in these cases warrant a change in 
the manner in which these men 
met their deaths (that is, line of 
duty, etc) I would appreciate 
consideration on behalf of. the 
widows as far as granting of pen- 
sions, allotments, etc., are- con- 
cerned.

SCHOOL LAW AND COURT DECISIONS 
In the field-of public education, school law and court 
decisions (the most notable of which is the decision in 
. the Hedgepeth case at Trenton, outlawing discrimination on 
the grounds of color, in the public schools) offered the 
course of action for the anti-Jim Crow forces at Asbury 
Park, as any fairly literate lawyer could have told you, 


MORE THAN COURT DECISIONS 
But court decisions, m more than less, are only the start- 
ing point for assuring fair play and justice, The- thing to 
remember is that they are, at least, starting points. And, 
given this starting point, an alert and energetic citizenry, 
such as we have at Asbury. Park, can do a bit of all right. 


WHAT HAPPENED 

What happened at Asbury Park was really very simple. 
' The colored people were sick and tired of ‘having their 
children Jim Crowed, treated as though they had neither 
civil: nor human rights in the matter of public education. 
` They decided to do something about it. Leaders of the 
colored community got in touch with the Herald’ News 
and, with the advice of its editor and. publishers, decided 

upon a course of action. 

Having decided upon a course of action, these lenders 
quietly began organizing local sentiment. They devised a 
program, mobilized local progressive forces, chose in Attor- 
ney. Waker, Upperman an able spokesman for these forces, 
took their case before the Board of Education and, on the 
strength of their representations and the merits of their 
case, won. 

What has been done at Asbury. Park can be done 
elsewhere in New Jersey.
